Whilst the growing prosperity of
Augusta is intimately connected in the
successful establishment of the Port
Royal Exit their mutual dependencies
should uot be circumscribed by a eelfish
and varrow policy in the interest of any
monopoly. 'We regret if such is the case
as there can be no weil assured perman-
ency to the development of a grand
enterprise if individual aggrandizement
und not the general wellfure is consulted
and subserved. Any coalition will
prove disastrous, both to Augusta and
to Port Loyal if a goenerous aud com-
prehensive policy is not pursued in the
trusts which the administration of a
Railroad company’s affairs imposes.

The Port Royal RRailroad was built

nnd coustructed by morthern capitalists
of liberal and enlurged views as onc ele-

ment of a scheme for building up u great
Southern Entryport for direet trade and
foreign commerce, that could not b: en-
tertained by auy other port on the south

from the outlay on which were exprated
to be derived from the mutual Lenefits-
that would redound te the prosperity of
the interior by an increase of its commer-
cial facilities. Though an individusl
enterprise its boneSts should be made to
aocrue to the State and to its incompara-
ble port. Nothing but a small pettifog-
ging policy in its,_management can con
travene so desirable & result and its
manifest destiny. A wise forecnat could
make Augusta as sheis entitled to be the
gnate city for the immense western trade
that must flow through her and that
looks to Pert Royal for its destination.

Intimately blended are the interests of
the two cities in each others prosperity
and no inividious discriminations should
be conceived to militate against the ad-
vancement of either.
